Tue following instructions, issued by Govern- 
ment, are to be carefully carried out in regard to 
all past and future assessments of profits from 
land, under Act XII of 1871. 

Ifin assessments already made it appears on the 
face of the assessment papers that a tenant’s hold- 
ing not exceeding 50 acres has been assessed, the 
assessment is to be cancelled, and any sum collecte 
ed is to be refunded. 

Where, however, the quantity of land has not 
been specified, and no complaint is made, no fur- 
ther inquiry need be instituted. But when a 
complaint is brought forward, although the papers 
show no quantity of land, inquiry must be made. 

Similarly, in all future assessments under the 
Act, tenants of such holdings are to be altogether 
exempted !rom taxation. 

Farther, in estimating the profits of a cultivator, 
Jands are not to be assessed at any higher rate 
than the rack-rent of such Jand, whatever the crop 
may be, and in all past assesements, the papers of 
which show the rack-rent, any excess collections 
should be refunded. Where the papers do not, 
however, show the rack- rent, no refund need be

_ The 18th March 1872.—In making recent 
to the Subordinate Executive Ser- 
vice of Officers who have passed the tests now 
prescribed, the Lieutenant-Governor has warned 
{hem that he will expect them to maintain active 
“habits, and to keep up the habit of riding, so as 
to be capable of moving about rapidly in the 
execution of their duty. 


2. The Lieutenant-Governor now directs that 
after communication with the district Magistrates, 
each divisional Commissioner shall submit to 
Government a roll of the officers of the Uncove- 
nanted Subordinate Executive Service at present 
employed in his division, showing which of them 
are of active habits, can ride or walk long dis- 
tances about the country, and are fit for active 
executive work ; and which can only travel by 
palkee, or.are otherwise unfit for active work. 
It should be impressed upon all Officers of the 
Subordinate Executive Service, especially the 
younger Officers, that their promotion, and their 
employment in important posts, will much depend 
on their qualifications for active duty. Officers 
now acting as Deputy Magistrates and Deputy Col- 
Jectors, or as Extra Assistant Commissioners, must 

_ be given to understand that they will not be con- 
firmed in their appointments unless they are 
found to possess the qualifications prescribed for 
those now entering the service. These Officers, 
as well as all others of the Subordinate Executive 
‘Service who are capable of learning, should be 
encouraged to learn, to ride and to survey, and 
to pass an examination in those subjects.
